45% water rate hike 


BOYNE CITY—City water rates will 
soon have to rise because the city 
charter and the bonds issued for water 
service improvement both require the 
city's water services pay for them- 
selves. 

At the city commission meeting Tues- 
day, City Manager Tim Clifton explain- 
ed the city has been in violation of both 
requirements since 1976 when it started 
taking money from its general funds to 
cover the deficit in the cost of running 
the water service to city residents. 

Every year the cost has increased, so 
that the borrowing for 1980 is up to 
$115,350, and this is not including such 
things as depreciation costs. 

In previous years efforts were unsuc- 
cessful to raise water rates effectively 
and finance more sweeping repairs to 
the 70-year-old system of mains. 

‘'Now we have to pay for that,’’ noted 

Commissioner Catherine Jessup. 
-’ The price is high, the commissioners 
agree. An average increase of 45 
percent in water bills will hurt enough 
to make Jawn care a luxury. Water itself 
will be a luxury, according to those who 
attended the commission meeting. 

While the actual water usage fee will 
remain at 75 cents per 1,000 gallons, the 
quarterly billing on service costs (like 
the basic monthly charge on a telephone 
bill) will need to jump from $10 on a

EAST JORDAN—It was a scene that 
had been acted out many. times in the 
past six months. 

The elementary school cafeteria was 
two-thirds full of people who had come 
to a school board meeting. Many of 
them were teachers who had come to 
talk about how they could cut school 
programs to save money. 

The fact that voters had finally 
approved some operating millage last 
Thursday didn't brighten anyone’s spir- 
its. 

Two extra proposals totaling 1.7 mills 
were defeated...and even if they had 
passed, the latest in a series of state 
budget cuts still would have left the 
district short of operating funds. 

Before the election, $158,000 in cuts 
had been made. After the election, 
administrators chopped another $74,000 
out of the budget. 

But the big problem still facing the 
school system is that $150,000 in cuts 


typical bill to $15.50. The sewer base 
rate will also increase from $10 to 
$15.50. 

Proposed sewage charges, which are 
figured on water use, also rise sharp- 
ly—to $1.25 per 1,000 gallons. Con- 
nection charges are another place where 
the fees rise—from $200 to $300. 

Water turn-off fee. which is now 
below the cost of doing it—$2.50—wiil 
go to $15 if the changes go into effect. 

The whole proposed schedule will 
appear in The Charlevoix County Press. 

The commission has struggled to find 
an alternative but everything else, as 
Commissioner Martin Paul pointed out, 
only postpones the day of reckoning. 

According to City Attorney Harvey 
Varnum, delaying affects the city’s 
standing in the bond market. 

The increases in the schedule were 
figured by a professional agency, 
Clifton said, in a five-year projection of 
water service costs. 

Included is a modest capital improve- 
ment fund, but Clifton said he couldn't 
predict how fast renovation of the badly 
leaking system could be made. As it 
stands, the 33 miles of water lines and 
33 miles of sewer lines would cost $10.5 
million to replace. 

Some repairs could be made, Jessup 
noted, if the Small Cites Grant of about 
$500,000 were to come through from the

Little was decided Tuesday night, 
other than the voters must be asked for 
the fourth time this year to approve 
millage. An election date of Dec. 8 was 
set, 

The specific amount of millage to be 
requested on the ballot will be decided 
in a special school board meeting at 7 
p.m, Monday. 

Meanwhile, a steering committee of 
teachers, citizens and administrators 
will meet at 7 p.m.

Hearings have been scheduled on the 
proposed rates, the next one being Nov. 
11. 

Some help to the city’s struggle with 
water mains wil! come from the first 
stages of the Harborage construction. 

Dave Trout, Harborage architect, 
proposed to the city commission Tues- 
day a 15-inch sanitary sewer pipe down 
Front Street, stopping at Phase I of the 
project, and connecting to the present 
line at approximately Second Street. 

Harborage only needs eight-inch 
pipe. but the city, by paying the cost of 
the additionaY seven inches, would 
benefit by new, adequate sewer, for 
only $10,000. according to Clifton. 

The commission noted there will 
eventually have to be sewer lines 
around the whole lake, and the cost of 
even serving nearby growth would be 
much greater if the city had to put in the 
line. 

In addition, Harborage will be putting 
in eight-inch water lines connecting to 
city lines in such a way as to create a 
water loop, thereby increasing pressure 
reserves. 

Storm water will be handled by 
directing run-off into the lawns and 
permanent ponds.

‘If we use their formula, we 
would break even or come out ahead 
without making anymore cuts,’’ Rull- 
man said. ‘‘But he have no guarantee. 
We can’t build a budget on hope."’ 


City won't have to repay grant? 


BOYNE CITY—The engineering firm 
that built the city’s wastewater treat- 
ment plant assured city commissioners 
Tuesday they will not have to dig into 
empty pockets to pay back their 
$108, 300 grant. 

Williams and Works vice président, 
Zane Miller, told the city commission 
Tuesday, ‘‘We feel it was unfortunate 
you should receive such a letter from 
the EPA.’’ He was referring to the 
Environmental Protection Agency's re- 
cent threat to require federal funds to 
be returned by the city. 


The funds have been spent on the 
sewage treatment plant. EPA, not 
specifically, questioned the use of part 
of the money by W&W and asked to see 
their books. 

Miller said the only letter his com- 
pany got from EPA was a brief one 
asking for their position on auditing 
their books. 

Miller told the commission the pro- 
cess ‘‘takes tremendous time’’ and the 
expense is not covered, but that they 
would provide answers to any specific 
questions the EPA might ask.

More and more riders 
try new bus system

Ask Kelly Stackus, dispatcher for the 
aevw Charlevoix County Transit system 
or George Kraft, daily supervisor, how 
they fee] about the response to busing 
in the area and they'll tell you they are 
“very pleased." 

Kraft said that overall they are 
pleased with the response to the 
system. ‘'There are a lot of people that 
we can't get to, but a lot of people are 
satisfied with the system,'' Kraft said. 

The county transit system got under- 
way on July 21 and had a record day last 
week when there were a total of 321 
riders on Oct. 8. During the month of 
September, 3,880 riders participated 
with an average of 280 riders per day. 

There are several bus runs that are 
almost full, with places for just one or 
two more riders, but most other runs 
have space available on a regular basis, 
Stackus said. 

Most of the regular runs are set up to 
take people to and from work. For 
example, one bus leaves East Jordan 
around 7:15 a.m. and arrives in Boyne 
City by 7:45. 

Another run starts in Charlevoix 
around 6 a.m., with a stop in East 
Jordan, then at Grandvue by 6:50 a.m, 
and into Boyne City by 7:15 a.m. That 
same bus then returns to East ‘Jordan 


with a load of riders by 8 a.m. 

There is another run from Boyne City 
to East Jordan, arriving by 7 a.m. to go 
to the iron Works, Gulf & Western, and 
East Jordan Tool and Die. 

One of the problems with the system 
for many people is the Jack of buses 
going where they want, exactly when 
they want them. 

‘‘We really need 24-hour notice in 
order to assure people a bus,’’ said 
Stackus. Even then, because of limited 
buses and runs that are already 
scheduled, it depends on when a person 
needs a ride as to whether they can be 
scheduled. 

One recent call to The Press came 
from a lady who was upset because she 
couldn’t get a ride to the doctor's office. 
The problem was that at 3:30 p.m., she 
was requesting a ride (for 8:15 the next 
morning) during a peak ride time. Kraft 
indicated that at some time periods all 
buses are busy and that the system is 
operating almost to capacity. 

Regular runs are made on Monday to 
Petoskey for doctor and hospital ap- 
pointments, The bus leaves Charlevoix 
by 9:30 a.m. and then goes to East 
Jordan, Boyne City and on to Petoskey. 

Asked about expansion, Kraft 
explained, ‘‘We're somewhat limited to 
what we can do. The program we are 


under provides us with seven buses. 
One of those is supposed to be on 
standby to cover breakdowns and 
emergencies, but we are actually 
operating all seven buses now."’ 

Kraft went on to say that the state is 
trying to find another bus that is in 
usable condition to be a standby bus. 
"We'll be lucky if we can get another 
one,,.and we really need it,’’ Kraft said. 

“If have a bus break down for any 
reason, then we are short because we 
are using all we have now. A stand- 
by could be pulled in to cover that 
vehicle until it could be repaired without 
loss of service to our customers.”’ 

Service is available Monday through 
Friday from 6 a.m, to 6 p.m. and 
24-hour advance reservations will 
usually assure you of service. No 
smoking, eating or drinking are allowed 
on the buses. 

Rates for the service are 40 cents a 
one-way trip within city limits and not to 
exceed two miles. Within the county 


and exceeding two miles the cost is 70— 


cents one-way. 

Trips outside of the county, not 
exceeding 10 miles beyond the county 
line, cost $1.50, Children under 12 years 
of age, handicapped people, persons 
needed to assist handicappers 
senior citizens pay half fare.

In her spare 
time she delivers the paper to all the 
subscribers. 

Mac. Now Mac is your basic grouch 
and one terrific newsman. He's been on 
the streets since he was 15 and he 
knows the score. He drinks too much, 
smokes too much, his clothes all look 
slept in, and he always wears a hat he 
picked up in a bar in 1949. He likes 
women in their place. 

This unlikely threesome and young

John-boy produce the weekly news. 
And then comes the day when Mac isn't 
there. The big story comes and 
suddenly John-boy has his big chance. 

The story is a really big one. He 
writes it and yells ‘'Stop the presses!"’ 
This is front page stuff...special edition 
time. 


Mac arrives just in time to tell young - 


John-boy that he did a great job and will 
make a reporter yet. A stranger arrives 
to hire John-boy for the Dallas Morning 
News and there is another successful 
trip on Fantasy Island. 

Abhh, to be on Fantasy Island. 

Here at The Charlevoix County Press, 
which is one of some 7,600 weekly 
newspapers published in the United 
States, there is no linotype inachine. No 
two-fisted, hard-drinking, womanizing, 
hat-wearing editor. Well, he doesn't 
wear a hat, womanize, or fight. Three 
out of four isn't bad. 

In the entire office there are only a 
couple of people who even smoke. Good 
hearted people, yes. Talented, | think 
so. Hard-working, definitely. 

In the place of the old hot metal 
typesetting machine is a baby blue 
Compugraphic Jr. that not only sets the 
type quietly and electronically, but 
justifies the margins into the nice even 


edges that you see, 

And no one ever yells ‘Stop the 
presses.'' There are no presses to stop. 
Our paper is printed in Traverse City. 


There is no Charlie, although we do. 


have a diminutive young lady who runs 
the production department with a small 
iron fist and she can fix most of the 
occasional illnesses that occur in our 
electronic gadgets. 


We don’t develop our film in a closet. 
We have separate potties and we don't 
deliver our papers, but with the help of 
a Pitney Bowes mailing machine it 
arrives in mailboxes by Thursday. 


The one thing that isn’t missing in 
Boyne City that you would see on the 
Fantasy Island version is the diversifi- 
cation of the operation and generally 
good times that you get while working 


for a small weekly paper. 
Many of the employees here do more 
than one job and even doing one job 
provides a myriad of experiences. A 
reporter here might write a people 
feature, sports story, social items and a 
— board report, all in the space of a 
ay. * 
The production department is 
constantly busy producing not only a 
variety of ads for customers but putting 
news pages together to create the 
paper. 
The office assistant not only answers 


‘the phone but sells classifieds, takes 


care of subscriptions, advertising billing 
and attempts to keep track of where 
everyone is for messages and phone 
calls. 


Our office manager does some 
billing, some selling, bill collecting, 
financial reports and in general plays 
mother hen to our eccentricities and 
tries to keep peace in the office. She and 
the editor try very hard to keep us from 
hurting each other while attempting to 
accomplish their own very busy jobs. 


It is one of the ‘‘most funniest’’ jobs 
I've had. Each week is a challenge and 
I'm delighted to be a part of this revised 
version of Fantasy Island. 


| like ‘Newspaper Week’ best 


Of all the ‘‘Weeks’’ in the year f like 
National Newspaper Week the best. It 
gives editor, writers and ad chasers a 
chance to whoop and holler and say, 
“Look at me!"’ 

Through the years, however, ‘'Look 
at me!"’ has raised less and tess dust. 

There was a time when reporters 
rated right up there with policemen and 
school teachers. It was an_ exotic 
business with young folks envying those 
busy fellows with press signs stuck into 
their hats. 

Reporters used to ride firetrucks and 
get into shows free. They were even 
trusted at restaurants until] Saturday. 

But through the years America woke 
up. Or went to sleep. I don't know 
which. 


English press puts ours in p 


When James Burke of the British 
Broadcasting Corp. visited Charlevoix 
County recently, he was taking a day off 
from his quest for funding of a high- 
quality television series that will cost $5 
million to produce before it is finished in 
1983. 

When this newspaper seeks financial 
help from local banks to purchase a 
piece of cost-saving equipment, for 
example, or some new type to make 
reading a bit easier for our subscri- 
bers, we're usually talking about $5,000 
or less. 

In a way, the difference in money has 
to do with the highly sophisticated color 
television equipment, and the fact that 
our newspaper Serves a very small local 
audience in comparison to the national 
audience for a series like ‘*Connec- 
tions’ that Burke wrote and hosted 
(now playing on Saturdays at 8 p.m. on 
Channel 6). 

But in another way, we ate talking 
about a major difference between the 
United States and England when it 
comes to ‘‘communicating’’ important 
information to the general public. 

In England, there are two or three 
outstanding national newspapers, two 
non-commercial BBC television chan- 
nels and one commercial television 
channel. There’s no question in my 
mind about the high quality of these 
newspapers and the BBC public affairs 
and feature programming. 


(The commercial channel, like our - 


networks, rarely offers anything other 
than adventure stories. sit-coms. and 
soaps.) 

Like Burke, most of England's 
communicators for these outlets are 


well-educated graduates of the 


country’s three great universities. They 
like to communicate the ‘‘big picture." 
the philosophical underpinnings to a 
major issue, the historical relevance of 
an event, and so on. 
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High regard for policemen, school 
teachers and newspapermen drizzled 
into something akin to apathy or 
perhaps contempt. Respect for those in 
the professions slumped, nearly failing. 

Today a policeman is just another 
cop, teachers are babysitters and 
newsmen are people who change stories 
around to fit their own biased thinking. 
Things have gone so far that even 
bankers are talked to as ordinary 
people. 

It could be that we brought this upon 
ourselves. I don't know. But I think we 
did have some help from those with just 
enough education to find us out. And if 
there's anything I hate, it’s being found 
out. 

Regardless of the terms scattered at 


And to my mind even the average 
‘*Brit’' is far better ‘‘educated’' than 
the average ‘‘Yank’’ because of the 
editorial ‘'slant’’ of these newspapers 
and the BBC. 

In the U.S., we're not really educated 
by TV and newspapers, but we are 
informed—far better informed than the 
British. 

Thanks to British TV, we probably 
know more about British history than 
we know about American history. And 
you can look at ‘‘Connections'' and get 
a whole different view of the history of 
science and technology than you got in 
school (where we studied the great 
inventors). That's because the people 
who run British TV see themselves as 
educators rather than entertainers and 
journalists. 

But when you go to the hinterlands of 
England, to Cornwalt for example, what 
can you learn about the area from the 
national or local communications out- 
lets? Very little, | learned recently. 
ANOTHER NORTHERN MICHIGAN 

Cornwall is to England what Northern 
Michigan is to the Midwest. It is a 
rugged peninsula where it never gets 
too warm, where the beaches are 
endless, where the locals never quite 
accept the urban holidaymakers, al- 
though they bring vital money into the 
area, where second homes for well- 
off professionals are commonplace, and 
where frantic relaxing is on everyone's 
minds at the end of summer. 

No, the tourists don't eat fudge in 
Cornwall, but they do eat lots of Cornish 
clotted cream—on berries. in coffee, on 
puddings—and like our ‘‘Fudgies"’ they 
have to diet when vacation time is 
finished, But they do eat pasties. a local 
specialty, just like we do in Northern 
Michigan. 

Many things therefore seemed 
terribly familiar in Cornwall and thus it 
was a great shock to see the local 
newspapers. Whenever I travel I buy

the local newspapers, listen to local 
radio and watch local TV trying to get a 
**smell'’ for the new territory I’m in. (In 
Cornwall, you do not have local 
TV/radio.) 

ENGLISH ‘‘NEWS”’ 

The local press there, like our loca! 
press, is a reflection of the big-city 
press. In London, most newspapers are 
filled with gossip, sports, cinema and 
political celebrities, sex and violence. 
Even in idyllic Cornwall, this formula is 
duplicated successfully by the local 
press. 

The week I visited there, the Cornwall 
Courter front page was dominated by 
the story of a middle-aged, unemployed 
laborer who had left his wife of 20 years 
to live with a 16-year-old girl) who had 
recently left school. Several stories 
detailed all facets of the trio's lives— 
how the lovers existed, where the 
teenager had been in school, the sex life 
of the older couple before the split. and 
on and on. 

The big story on the back page of the 
tabloid with ‘‘screaming'' headlines 
similar to page one concerned a brawl 
where a young man was badly injured 
when someone jammed a stick down his 
throat. 

In no way did that newspaper give me 
a ‘'smell’’ for the beautiful country- 
side, the fishing ports, the history, the 
many tourist attractions (King Arthur’s 
Castle. for example), or the rugged 
people of the area. 

Now | am the first to admit that the 
newspapers Of our own land have great 
failings, particularly in those areas 
where one newspaper. or single owner- 
ship, can give residents anything 
management pleases to give. In such 
places, coverage of loca] news is usually 
limited and poor (wire service copy is 
used to fill up the space around the 
ads), and concern about local issues is 
almost nori-existent except when an 


‘issue might impact on. newspaper 


profits. : 

Nevertheless, one just has to compare 
what we have in this country to what is 
evident in the country closest to us in 


culture and in democratic tradition to 
_ . realize how fortunate we are.

right to honor ourselves with a National

_ It is not a crime to pat ourselves on 
the back when nobody else will.

My introduction to the new thinking 
about newspapermen came a few years 
ago. I was sitting in my office late one 
night when a man came in to ask,

the way a public official carries out his 
public duties. 

When ‘‘lifestyle’’ warrants a story, it 
is usually because an individual desires 
it and almost always it is a ‘good news”’ 
or ‘‘warm’’ piece rather than sordid or 
sensational, 

After spending half my life in the 
newspaper business, 1 am more critical 
of myself, of my newspaper, and my 
colleagues than most average citizens 
who merely ‘‘consume’’ the news we 
report. 

I am not one who is prone to patting 
myself, or other journalism profes- 
sionals, on the back regularly. 

But every once in awhile, like during 
this current National Newspaper Week, 
1 am provided with incentive to develop 
a little perspective. My recent visit to 
Cornwall helped me to develop that 
perspective for this issue. 

As 1 am grateful) to James Burke and 
his colleagues at the BBC for providing 
Americans with high-quality television, 
Iam likewise grateful to the Cornwall 
Courier for reminding me that the local 
American press far surpasses in quality 
anything offered anywhere else in the 
world. 

My hope. therefore. on this National 
Newspaper Week is that nothing in our 
economy, nothing in our tastes as a 
people, will cause a further weakening 
of the local press. : 

Television and radio have evolved in 
this country to primarily provide enter- 
tainment. Only the newspaper has as its 
major goal the providing of news. 

In many ways, itis one of the lifelines 
that hold a community together. 

To see the press corrupted, as it has 
been in England for reasons I do not 
understand, is to see a community come 
apart. | 

For our common good, we must not 
let that happen here.

Fragile as a page of newspaper is, it 
is stilt more durable than all the words 
flying to us over our TV sets and radios.

preserve can see Lake Charlevoix and 
Lake Michigan, Beaver Island, North 
Manitou Island, the Leelanau Peninsula 
and the Fox Islands.

Charlevoix in 1976," 

The conservancy, incorporated in 
1972, owns eight nature preserves in 
Emmet and Charlevoix Counties. 
Current membership counts 450 with 
100 lifetime members. 

Says Dye, ‘‘Our purpose is to help 
preserve natural lands for the general 
public benefit. We identify parcels or 
important natural areas that warrant 
protection." 

There are four particular types of land 
that the conservancy attempts to 
acquire and preserve: natural lands 
with rare scenic qualities, environmen- 
tally sensitive areas (lakeside marshes 
and swamps), land that harbors endan- 
gered wildlife species and areas that 
provide open, undeveloped spaces. 

“We look very carefully at parcels 
before they are donated or purchased, "' 
says Dye, ‘although we _ haven't 


purchased any yet."’ 
Little Traverse Conservancy finances 
its regular operations by dues and 


donations. A donation of $1. secures 
annual membership. A donation of 
$100. or more qualifies the donor for 
lifetime membership. 


Volunteers supervise conservancy 
lands. Dye explains the duties required 
of her when she was caretaker last year 
at the Ransom Preserve, ‘‘l looked after 
the trails and house that was provided 
for me and maintained and enforced the 
rules of the trail.”' 


Dye, now a part-time worker for the 
conservancy, plans to study Environ- 
mental Law. ‘‘Gary and Jan Taporek are 
the current caretakers at the Ransom 
Preserve.”’ 


The Little Traverse Conservancy 
urges anyone who loves Northern 
Michigan and wishes to preserve its 
natural areas to join the conservancy. 
More information is available from

What will it be like to sell real estate under the metric system? For one 
thing, inches, feet and yards wilt be replaced by meters, centimeters and 


decimeters. 


More relevant to Realtors, land measurements will be in square meters 
and hectares instead of feet and acres. Space in buildings will be rented by 
square meters instead of square feet. Listing information on for-sale homes 
will probably have to carry dual sets of measurements for a period of time.

EAST JORDAN -- Northwestern State 
Bank was originally chartered in 1901 as 
the State Bank of East Jordan. It was the 
first bank in East Jordan and for 79 years 
remained the only bank in this city. 

On Dec. 1, 1944, the East Jordan State 
Bank opened a Boyne City office, 
although deposits had been picked up 
from Boyne City businesses long before a 
Boyne City office was established. 

Bank stockhoiders authorized changing 
the name of the bank from State Bank of 
East Jordan to Northwestern State Bank 
in 1969. 

Two years later the bank expanded 
again. Boyne Falls was now in the 
service area, as an office was opened 
there. 

In 1974 Northwestern opened a branch 
in the Country Star shopping center in 
Boyne City so that their customers could 
shop and bank at the same location. 

An Atwood branch, south of Charlevoix 
on U.S. 31, and a Petoskey office on U.S. 
131 continued the expansion program 
more recently. 

The newest Northwestern State Bank 
branch is located in the bank’s home town
